ELBOTRIC LIGHT VERSUS GAS. 
To the Editor of the ‘Catva Man.’

S1a,—Eleetricity no doubt can be pro-| P 


duced much cheaper. than gas but only un- 
der exceptionally favourable . conditions, 
i.e, whon the machinery can be.run at full 
load for a considerable proportion of the 
day. Under good prorage . conditions the 
ontput of olectrical machinery supplying 
current for electric tight will not exceed 
20% of what the same machinery could 
supply if cun at full load for similar 


“poriod, ao that the price of a Unit of Elec- 


tricity has to 66 raisod in proportion to tho 
Jeasoned demand and becauso the standing 
charges (which from the greater proportion 
of the cast) are, tho same whether the ma- 
chinery is usefully employed ‘1 hour or 24 
hours per day, 

At the preent price charged. for Electric 
current, the majority of our consumers ‘fin 
a distiriot saving over the coat of Gas.

Tt does not appear that-hefora drawing 
up this proposal they consulted with the 
various shipping companies, yet it ie by 
these that the inconvenient effects of the 
acheme if carried out will be felt ; wsearch 
of the. passengers will ontail somo delay. ia 
the departure of the steamer, accommoda- 
tion for searching will have to be provided 
on the wharf or. in tho ateamer, and thoy 
only are in.a position for auying how far 
the increased fare is advisable in the in- 
toreste of the’ passenger trade or if it will 
affeot jt in any way.

By dint of their profession of'a desire to 
Become educated they proy upon the sonti- 
mentalism. of soft-hearted people, strike:

fabvuring pooplo, Thia is particularly. true 
in the line of house service. A great many. 
of the ao-called ‘ food boys’ among the Japs 
tarn ont to be worthleas as servants, but he- 
couse they are supposed to be fit subjects 
for missionary work some families put up 
with’ their failings for conscience sake. 
more than one instance in San Francisca 
the intimacy onconraged between Japanese 
servants and the children of o family has 
resulted very disastrously, from the stand~ 
point of morality, and that is a result that 
has eeldom, if ever, come to pass among the 
Chinese. 

The samo trouble that time and time 
again ocourred in connection with the em- 
ployment of Chinese on corporation work is 
now being experionsed with Japanese work~ 
men. Only as recently as lost Friday an 
accident, narrowly averted in Oregon, was 
said to have been planned out of revenge 
on the railroad company for hiring 
Japanese section hands instead of white 
men, and there is now ponding in 
that State an important legal case 
growing ont of that system. - Japanese 
Tabourars can be had as cheaply as Chineso, 
and now that tho lntter are not, so easily 
obtainable railroad contractors jump at the 
Japs, and there are sure to be very serious 
complications arising thorefeom, Jn the 
Sandwich Islands the Japs have completely 
overridden the Chiness already, dad the sama 
thing is more than likely to oocur in the 
Thited States unless measures are taken to! 
restrict their immigration. -
